Washington (*)—The State De- 


partment today ordered the Rus- 
sian embassy to quit publishing 
and distributing pamphlets In the 
United States. 


A department statement 
an- 


nouncing this said the U. S. was 
suspending publication of a Rus- 
sian-language magazine 
called 


"Amenka," which it had been dis- 
tributing in Russia. 


It said the twin actions were tak- 


en because the Russians were ob- 
structing distribution 
of "Ameri- 


ka" hi the Soviet Union. 


In halting the "Amerika" pro- 


ject, the department gave up oper- 
ations on the last remaining wedge 
Into the Iron Curtain. 


A spokesman said t,he slick- 


paper magazine was so popular 
la the Soviet Union that news- 
stands sold out all copies within 
a few hours after they went on 
sale wherever the Russian govern- 
ment did not interfere. 


Second-hand copies were some- 


times sold on the black market 
at many time* the original price 
of 10 rubles. 


The suspension action was tak- 


en, the department said, because 
of "progressive 
restriction" by 


Russian authorities against "Am- 
erlka," a lavishly-illustrated mon- 
thly patterned after Life maga- 
xine. 


In a note addressed to the Rus- 


sian foreign office, the State De- 
partment asserted: 


"As a result of this obstruction, 


the number of eoples which can be 
presumed to reach the Soviet pub- 
lie baa become mo small as not to 
justify this" *ffort of the govern- 
ment of the United States to sup- 
ply Soviet readers with a true pic- 
ture of American life and thus to 
promote 
understanding 
between 


the two peoples " 


The retaliatory action prohibits 


the embassy from publishing and 
distributing in this country the 
"U.S.S.R. Information 
Bulletin" 


and any other Russian pamphlets. 


The Soviet information Bulletin 


Is a slick-paper English-language 
magazine which purports to tell of 
life In the Soviet Union. It is some- 
times illustrated and features pic- 
tures of Russian workers.

With Warren's big day now

SEATS AVAILABLE 


While there is a scarcity of 


higher priced seats for the 
big circus, Kenneth Gwmnell 
of the Ringling Brothers and 
Barnum and Bailey staff, re- 
ported today that he still has 
several sections of $3 and 
general admission tickets. The 
ticket 
booth 
in Kinnear's 


store, 225 Liberty street, will 
be open during regular store 
hours until 11 a. m. Friday 
when all remaining tickets, if 
there are any, will be trans- 
ferred to the ticket booth at 
the circus. General admission 
is $1.50 for'adults, 75c for 
children. 


Chief Evan's efficient force is 


to be augmented by the presence 
of the mounted police lorce from 
Chautauqua county, all deputy 
sheriffs. Chief Evan is preparing 
for an abnormally large number 
of visitors to Warren on Friday. 


Sgt. Donald Holmes of 
the 


Pennsylvania State Police, said 
today that his men are prepared 
to handle heavy traffic into War- 
ren from early morning until 8 
p. m., and an extremely heavy de- 
parture after the matinee and 
evening performance. 
He point- 


ed out that there are no serious 
detours in the vicinity, which 
should aid the progress of traffic 
to a great extent. 


"If people will use good judg- 


ment and start from borne early 
enough so they will not have to 
rush into Warren, it will be a. big 
help," said Sgt. Holmes today. 


On the South Side, where the

is expected to be loaded at Olean 
early in the evening and will be 
set up here shortly after midnight 
While the trains will arrive here, 
starting at about 2-30 a m, un- 
loading operations are not expect- 
ed to start until 3.30 or 4 a. m. 
The route will be over the Hick- 
ory street bridge and probably 
west on Pennsylvania avenue to 
the Airport, and should be almost 
a parade in itself. 
About 1,200 


people are included in the circus 
personnel. 


Plans for a one-way street ar- 


rangement for traffic had not been 
completed today by Chief Evan, 
who is awaiting the arrival of a 
circus advance man who will in- 
dicate exactly what route he 
wishes to follow in hauling equip- 
ment.

N. P. A. LOSES 
RIGHT TO HIRE 
ITS WORKERS 


Washington (IP) — The Civil 


Service Commission today took 
away from the National Produc- 
tion Authority the right to hire 
its own workers because of irregu- 
larities in selecting' employes last 
year 


It called for "collective action" 


—meaning dismissal or new as- 
signments — for possibly more 
than 100 NPA employes. In some 
cases, the commission said, vet- 
erans' performance in hiring was 
ignored. 


The commission luled that all 


future NPA hiring must be re- 
ferred for prior approval to the 
Department of Commerce, 
the 


parent organization of the emerg- 
ency production agency. 


Commerce 
Department 
and 


NPA officials, questioned on the 
charges, said they will carry out 
the commission's orders complete- 
ly and will co-operate fully in 
matters of hiring 
^ 


They did not deny that abuses 


had occurred, but said they were 
in 1951 when NPA was striving to 
build a staff quickly to deal with 
a mushrooming load of work in 
administering priority and alloca- 
tion controls.

smile, waved his hat, then stepped 
to a microphone and said 


"When we left here a week ago 


Thursday I made a prophesy that 
good, common, honest Americans 
would be in charge of the Repub- 
lican convention—and they were. 


Then he got Into an open car 


and rode seven miles to the Brown 
Palace Hotel with Mayor Quigg 
Newton of Denver and Gov. Dan 
Thornton of Colorado. 


After a brief stay last night at 


his eighth-floor suite in the Brown 
Palace, the general and his wife 
spent the night at the home of her 
mother, Mrs. John S. Doud, who 
returned from Chicago with the 
triumphant party. 


Just before boarding his plane in 


Chicago, Eisenhower said he had 
rhad a very busy week and that 
his time had been "very crowded" 
since he came home from Europe 
six weeks ago.

While Borough Council took no 


action, Monday night, in either 
open or executive session to select 
a successor for L. M. McConnell, 
who has resigned as borough man- 
ager, it did decide to name C. W. 
Barwis, borough engineer, as tem- 
porary borough secretary, a posi- 
tion also held by Mr. McConnell, 
who will leave early in August to 
become city manager at Council 
Bluffs, la. 


Council also decided to annex 


to the borough a small section of 
Glade township in the Quaker road 
area, and in a brief executive con- 
sultation set the salary of Police 
Lieutenant Geary Bean at $270 
per month. 


The portion annexed has Quak- 


er road as its north boundary, 
what was the borough line as the 
west boundary, east to a point ap- 
proximately 160 feet east of Lawn 
avenue, with the south boundary 
an easterly extension of the form- 
er borough line. 


At the opening of last night's 


session, which covered mostly rou- 
tine matters, 
Council President 


William E. Rice suggested that a 
letter of commendation be sent to

He 
acted after a round of weekend 
discussions raised hope — then 
failed—in settling the 44-day-old 
dispute.

million workers.

in leading areas of Pennsylvania 
during May showed an increase 
from April, the Bureau of Business 
Research

Although the Increase amounted 


to a gain, of only one per cent 
above April and above May, 1951, 
it marked a new high for the 
month of May. 


The Index of General Business, 


which is measured by bank debits, 
factory payrolls, and industrial 
power sales, stood at, 361 ^in May 
as -compared'to" 358~Jn "April "and 
359 a year ago. It is based on 
the years, l«35-39, as 100 


The Bureau reported that new 


records were made for th« month 
of May by bank debits, Industrial 
power sales, department stores 
sales, and telephones while hotel 
receipts and sales of ordinary life 
insurance were up from the levels 
reached in the last two years 


Street railway revenue passeng- 


ers, however, had the lowest May 
total since 1941 and motor vehicle 
sales were the lowest since 1949 
Retail food prices and consumers' 
price* generally were at a record 
peak for May.

Here And There 


KOREAN TRUCE TALKS 


In all the hullaballoo that attended the Repub- 


,ican Comention, some other news got pushed back 
in the papers. You may have missed the story, for 
example, that told of the first anniversary of the be- 
ginning of the truce talks in Korea. 


It was July 10, 1951, that an Army helicopter 


bounced to a stop on a dusty field in Kaesong. 
The UN truce team got out and began the delibera- 
tions that ha\ e been, in turn, hopeful, annoying, mad- 
dening and, nowadays, downright frustrating. 


Statistically, there has been quite a record amass- 


ed during the talks at Kaesong and Panmunjom. 
The reports that have been taken form a stack that 
stands seven feet high. 


All in all, UN and Communist negotiators have 


conversed for a'total of almost 800 hours. Which is a 
lot of sound and fury to signify nothing, or almost 
nothing. 


This situation is difficult to fathom. There are 


many who also believe the Reds are deliberately 
stalling, to permit a buildup of their forces. But how 
long does it take to accomplish that? 


Their feared spring offensive never materialized. 


Their feared summer offensive has not. as yet, shown 
itself. They've ha'd ample time to strengthen them- 
selves for a major assault. 


So perhaps, the Reds' motives in holding up a 


decent truce are deeper than just stalling tactics for 
military reasons. There is much to the theory that 
their motives, indeed go far beyond another offensive. 


What have the Reds got to gain from another big 


push? 
Our generals have time and again insisted 


that we can beat back any Communist attack. And 
the Reds, in small assaults, have discovered the truth 
of those claims. So the Communists have nothing to 
gain, except bloodshed, in further offensives. 


What have the Reds got to gain from a complete 


truce, a cessation of hostilities? They've been forced 
back to the 38th Parallel, back to where they start- 
ed. They've been beaten. The UN had succeeded in 
its aim of driving them out of South Korea. A com- 
plete truce at the present line would, in reality, be 
a defeat for communism. 


Their only alternative is this present stalemate. 


With the status as it is now, they can rightly claim 
the war is still going on. They can make propaganda 
speeches about victory still to come. The stalemate 
is their onl\ chance to salvage something from their 
evil adventure 


As lon^ as it exists, they are still in business in 


Korea. As soon ts truce comes, or they attack again 
and are oeaten decisively, they expose themselves 
as losers. So the; are, presumably, prolonging the 
discussions for the piccise purpose of prolonging the 
discussions. 


It is up to the UX negotiating team to try to 


reach a truce. Fiom our standpoint, that is much 
prcferab'e to h,vuns \\ c p^s on the battlefield. 
Both v.-ill mean \iclo, y, but one will also mean more 
Dloodshed. 


That's v.hy GUI negotiators endure endless insults 


and propaganda of their opposite numbers on the 
Communist team. 


And that's vh\ as these tedious talks turn to 


theii second year, \>e must not underestimate their 
importance. 
Like oar negotiators, we must have 


patience.

Picnic Meal May Be Prepared 
In an Endless Variety of Types 


During July, which will be Picnic Month, thousands of out-of-door 


enthusiasts from coast to coast and from the border to the gulf will 
be enjoying picnic meals. Families, teen age groups, the small try. 
fishermen, and motorists will be eating out of doors, in parks, in forest 
preserves and woods, in their own yards, along streams and lakes, and 
at roadside picnic sites. A wide variety of foods will be carried to please 
the multitudes of tastes and appetites, but that most acceptable of all. 
the versatile sandwich will be in every type of picnic meal. 


It will be prepared in an endless variety of ways, using many types 


of breads and buns, of fillings and of spreads. 


The sandwich can furnish much'®'-—-—— 
—— 
—rr 
Sandwiches which are made with 
jelly, peanut butter, non-perishable 
cheese, pickled tongue, or with the 
thuringer-lype sausage have good 
keeping qualities. It is recom- 
mended that all perishable foods to 
be used in sandwiches be kept under 
refrigeration until the sandwiches 
are to be made, and that If the 
sandwiches themselves cannot be 
refrigerated that they be made and 
packed at the last possible time 
before being used. 


of the meal's eating pleasure, it can 
furnish too many of the day's 
needed nutrients. Valuable as foods 
in themselves, the breads and rolls 
extend the good eating qualities and 
nutritional value of the ingredients 
with which they are combined to 
make the sandwich. Stepped-up 
appetites will be satisfied if the 
picnic meals carry the needed food 
elements. Nutritionally valuable, 
the enriched bread and rolls will 
contribute a large share of the re- 


quired niacin. riboflavin, thiamine, 
and iron. Calcium, and protein 
too are furnished in appreciable 
amounts, through the bread and 
rolls used ai the basis of the 
•andwich. 


Prepare at Home 


The type of picnic planned will 
determine the kind of sandwich to 
be prepared. For the all day, family 
picnic, sandwiches can be prepared 
at home, or the breads, buns and 
ingredients carried to the picnic site 
for preparation there; the teen age 
bike-hike demands ready-to-eat, 
carefully packed, and easy carrying 
sandwiches; for the very young who 
will take the picnic foods to their 
special' place In home garden or 
yard, easy-eating and handling 
sandwiches are necessary. In sum- 
mer, sandwiches as other foods 
need careful handling in prepara- 
tion and carrying to assure safe 
keeping. No sandwich filling need 
be avoided if it has proper care. 
Some fillmgs are more perishable 
than others and will not hold -Jt» as 
well under long periods of time 
at high temperatures. The moist, 
mixed, salad-type fillings are not 
recommended for summer carrying 
unless they can be held at tempera- 
tures of 50 degrees or below. To 
improve- the keeping qualities of 
sandwiches, it is well to add an 
acid ingredient such as lemon juice, 
pickles or olives. (Such an ingredi- 
ent retards microbial growth). 


Out-of-door cooking is high on the 
picnic popularity list. The AH- 
American frankfurter and the ham- 
burger with their accompanying 
buns are familiar favorites. 


For meals in the open spaces, a 


new type sandwich Is being increas- 
ingly made—the kabob or shish 
kebob. Centuries ago Greek and 
Armenian shepherds impaled hunks 
of meats and vegetables on sticks 
and cooked them over open Ares. 
Now the modern way, with shiny 
metal skewers replacing* the sticks, 
is to spear the selected ingredients 
on the skewers which ftrst have 
been dipped in salad oil or rubbed 
with garlic for added flavor and 
succulence. Beef cubes, small, 
boiled new potatoes, tiny whole, 
tomatoes, cured ham cubes, and 
dill pickle chunks are among 'the 
foods that adapt themselves well 
to tbi« cookery. When they have 
been broiled, elide the ingredients 
o3 the skewers into hollowed out. 
buttered frankfurter bun*. 


The lure of highways and of by- 


ways, of city parks and of country 
grovfej, of stream! and lakes, of 
gulf and ocean shores will this July 
lore thousands and thousands of 
Americans of all ages to enjoyment 
of Picnic Month, with the sand- 
wich as (the Romans did have a

Portable Charcoal Grill Not 
Essential to a Cooked Picnic

You don't need a backyard fireplace or even a portable charcoal frill 
to have an outdoor cooked picnic. You can revel in this form of eating 
enjoyment with a burned down log fire on the beach or in the woodi 
—or you can improvise a stone and grill arrangement right in youi 
own backyard. 


In planning the menu for outdoor cookery, remember that nothing 
tastes so wonderful in the great out-of-doors as meat cooked over an 
open fire. The choice of meats for the purpose is wide. There are cub« 
steaks (round steak which has been, pounded with the meatman'* 
special "cuber"), hamburger patties, frankfurters, chops, ham slices, 
lamb steaks and any of the tender beef steaks. 


There's a barbecue meat for every 


pocketbook! Even slices of smoked 
liver sausage (braunschweiger) 
and ready-to-eat meats, such as 
spiced ham and bologna, may be 
grilled over an open fire and eaten 
between bun halves 


Cook on Grill 


The meat may be cooked on a 
wire grill or a flat metal plate laid 
across th* fire between two big 
stoses, or sides of an outdoor fire- 
place. The cooking of the meat is 
quite similar to oven broiling or 
pan broiling. Basting the meat with 
barbecue sauce as it cooks is a 
matter of personal preference. Split 
buns may be toasted on the grill at 
the same time the meat is being 
cooked, ready to receive the juicy, 
hot meat. 


Fuel for a Barbecue. This should 


be a hard wood, such as oak, hick- 
ory, or maple. These woods burn 
down to a good glowing bed ci 
coals, a "must1' in the cooking of 
most meats, especially the thicker 
cuts. Charcoal is best when used 
with a special grate. Kindlings are 
needed to get hard wood lighted. It 
is of the greatest importance to let 
the fire burn down to a bed of good 
red coals, so it should be started 


well in advance of cooking time. 


How to Barbecue 


How to Barbecue Meat: Have 
steaks, ham slice, and chops cut 1 
inch thick, if possible. Sear meat 
quickly on both sides on grill or 
flat plate over glowing coals, then 
begin basting, if desired, with bar- 
becue sauce. This may be done 
with a brush or with a dauber made 
from a piece of clean white cloth 
tied on a long handled fork or stick. 
Let meat cook a few minutes, then 
turn and baste the other side. Cook 
to the desired doneness. Pork chofJs 
should not be prepared in this man- 
ner, 
as pork needs long, slow 


cooking. 
Barbecue Tools: Some long ban- 
died forks for turning the meat. 
(Turn steaks by sticking the fork 
through the fat, not through the 
lean ) A pancake turner for turn- 
ing hamburgers; a sharp carving 
knife; a skillet, if necessary, some 
heavy gloves for the cook; a roll ol 
paper toweling. 


Barbecue Menus: A standard 
menu for an outdoor feast consists 
of barbecued meat on buns, cole 
slaw, sliced tomatoes, shoestring 
potatoes, fresh fruit, cake or 
cookies and coffee.
